Clearly, a DNS request 
fiorr: the client 102 must pass through the Internet 104 before reachirsg the distributed setYcr 
swiich 108. Therefore, t he DNS reqisest eannot be a request to access the Inieniet, as die client 
l (i2 Is reg t-ired to have acc ess to the Internet 104 to send ^he DNS reqiaest to the digiribu-ted 
$er%'er swiL ch IPS. See Fig. 1, 

Irs rejeedng the independent claiins, the Examiner also related the distribiued sen'er 
switches 106, 1(!8, and 110 to the clain-sed secondary cornniunieatioDS system. See .Final OiSce 
Action mailed March 16, 2006, pages ?~4. However, the Examiner appears to con.fiise the 
concept of "aeccs-s poiru to the Internet'' will's t,he concept of accessing content from a web 
server. This is evidenced by the F-Kaniirscr's citation ofCo]. 5, hnes 3-5 to read on the "ei-sabling 
coirflguration of the client system to . . . use the secondary cornrnunicatiorss system as an acces-S 
poirjt to the Inteniet." The ci.ted text states that ''each swiicfj 106, 108, aiid i 10 must each enable 
client access to the same content and applications, ,so that a request to any one will result in the 
same data being given, to the client 102,"' See Col, 5, lines .>-5. 

Ir^r-abling the client ic aeces.s/view web content is i)ot siitl^icient to enable that. elier>t to 
access the Inte.rnei thK>ugh an access poirst. For ail intends and put7.>oses, Logan's distributed 
server ssvitclrei are v^'cb sen ers. As taught by Logan, these .servers store content, snel^ as web 
pages and appHcatioi^s. See Col .5, hoes ,A„s .seen from Fig, 1, they do not act as access 
poinis to the Internet. Rathicr, Logan's servers requin^ access as a condition precedent to their 
service of web pages ij^ satisiaction of web requests.
